GENERAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OE  THE  DISTRICT 

The  District  covers  an  area  of  94,969  acres,  approximately  148  square 
miles  comprising  17  parishes,  and  has  a  progressively  rising  population 
which  has  now  reached  71,170. 

It  is  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  River  Test  and  the  Southampton  Water, 
on  the  south  by  the  Solent  and  the  Iymington  Borough,  on  the  west  by  the 
Ringwood  and  Pordingbridge  Rural  District  and  on  the  north  by  the  Romsey 
and  Stockbridge  Rural  District.  The  unique  and  predominating  feature  of 
the  District  is,  of  course,  the  ancient  Crown  Porest,  a  region  of  except¬ 
ional  natural  beauty  and  a  home  of  ancient  rights  and  privileges.  The 
area  within  the  perambulation  of  the  Porest  is  some  92,000  acres,  of  which 
the  larger  portion  lies  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Rural  District.  The 
principal  industries  in  the  Porest  are,  naturally,  forestry  and  agriculture 
whilst  the  areas  outside  the  perambulation  of  the  Porest,  the  waterside 
parts  of  the  parishes  of  Eling,  Dibden,  Marchwood  and  Pawley,  are  mainly 
industrial,  including  timber  works,  small  shipbuilding  yards,  tar 
distilleries,  the  wellknown  Esso  Oil  Refinery,  Chemical  and  Synthetic 
Rubber  Works,  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  Power  Stations  at  Marchwood 
and  Calshot  and  other  industries.

In  these  parishes  industrial  development  continues  to  increase  and 
they  contain  the  larger  centres  of  population,  equivalent  to  70.3 %  of  the 
total  for  the  District. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  made  up  of  plateau 
gravel  and  sandy  marly  clays.

LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SOCIAL  SERVICES  ACT,  1970 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  Social  Services 
Department  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council  came  into  being  on  the  1st 
April  1971  and  assumed  responsibility  for  the  services  previously 
administered  by  the  Children’s  Department,  the  Welfare  Department  and 
the  Mental  Health  and  Home  Help  Sections  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer's  Department. 

The  Director  of  Social  Services  is  Mr.  E-J.  Bryan  Long,  O.B.E. 
and  Miss  H.  Seed,  B.A.,  Deputy  Director.  For  the  administration  of 
the  social  services  the  County  is  divided  into  6  geographical  areas 
in  each  of  which  there  is  an  Area  Director  responsible  for  the  work 
of  3  groups  of  social  workers.  Each  group  is  under  the  direction  of 
a  Group  Social  Services  Officer,  assisted  by  a  senior  social  worker.

Home  Help  Service  : 

The  object  of  the  Home  Help  Service  is  to  relieve  anxiety  by  providing 
household  help  when  the  housewife  is  indisposed  through  sickness  or  accident, 
or  during  confinement,  and  for  other  persons  aged  and  sick.  It  is  not 
intended  to  replace  help  which  could  be  given  by  relatives  and/or  neighbours 
but  rather  to  supplement  such  assistance.  Applications,  supported  by  a 
medical  recommendation,  should  be  made  to  the  Group  Social  Services  Officer 
serving  the  Parish  in  which  the  person  desiring  help  resides. 


Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  ambulances  operating  in  the  area  are  controlled  for  the  full  24 
hours,  7  days  a  week,  from  the  County  Central  Control,  Winchester,  Tel: 
Winchester  61644,  and  requests  for  transport  should  be  made  to  this  Control 
only.  The  work  in  the  area  is  shared  between  the  main  station  at  Iyming- 
ton,  and  the  sub-stations  at  Totton  and  Hythe,  with  assistance  from  the 
adjoining  sub-stations  at  Ringwood  and  Christ church.  All  types  of  cases 

are  conveyed.

The  number  of  deaths  (638)  was  33 
more  than  in  1970,  the  death  rate  being  9  and,  after  application  of  the 
comparability  factor,  9.5.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 

WATER  : 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  2  Statutory  Undertakings  -  the 
City  of  Southampton  and  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company.  The  District 
Council  purchases  water  in  bulk  from  the  former  for  the  supply  at  Lepe, 
which  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily.  The  waterside  Parishes  of 
Marchwood,  Dibden,  Pawley  and  Exbury  are  receiving  water  derived  from  the 
River  Test  supply  at  Testwood  which  has  been  in  continuous  use  since  April 
1968.  The  central  part  of  Totton  continues  to  receive  water  which  is 
partly  derived  from  Otterbourne  wells  and  partly  from  the  River  Itchen 
supply.  The  remainder  of  the  Council's  area  supplied  by  this  Undertaking 
receives  water  from  Timsbury  wells,  which  at  times  of  peak  demands  is 
supplemented  by  water  derived  from  the  River  Test  supply,  Otterbourne 
wells  and  the  River  Itchen  supply. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  comes  from  the 
River  Avon  at  Knapp  Mill  where  treatment  consists  of  rapid  and  slow  sand 
filtration,  followed  by  super  chlorination  and  dechlorination,  and  a  well 
in  the  chalk  at  Hale  where  the  only  treatment  necessary  is  chlorination.

Parish  of  Cop.ythorne  : 

The  diversion  of  a  section  of  foul  sewer  is  to  be  carried  out, 
in  advance  of  constructing  the  south-coast  motorway  M.27,  between 
Pollards  Moor  and  Newbridge.  Tenders  are  to  be  received  in 
February  1972  and  the  work  undertaken  from  April  to  July  1972. 
Parish  of  Dibden  : 

A  sewerage  scheme  to  provide  drainage  for  future  and  existing 
development  in  North  Dibden  and  to  relieve  the  existing  sewerage 
system  draining  central  Hythe,  is  programmed  for  construction  com¬ 
mencing  December  1973  and  completion  by  June  1975. 
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(iii)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  (Contd.) 

Parish  of  Dibden  (Contd.) 

As  part  of  a  phased  scheme  to  alleviate  flooding  in  the  Holly- 
bank  area,  the  construction  of  a  relief  diversion  surface  water  sewer 
was  completed  in  Malwood  Road  West  and  Dale  Road  in  December  1971* 

Parish  of  Eling  : 

A  main  foul  sewer  network  to  serve  the  Caknore  Development 
area  was  completed  in  September  1971* 

An  extension  to  the  existing  sewerage  system  to  serve  12  exis¬ 
ting  properties  in  Pauletts  Lane  and  Loperwood  was  completed  in 
May  1971. 

A  flood  relief  scheme  for  properties  adjacent  Pir  Road  and 
Wood  Road,  Ashurst,  was  completed  in  March  1971. 

Proposed  improvements  to  the  watercourse  between  Testwood  Lane 
and  the  outfall  at  the  rear  of  Compton  Road,  Totton,  are  being 
prepared  to  alleviate  flooding  and  to  clear  debris  from  ditches. 

This  scheme  is  anticipated  to  commence  in  April  1972  and  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  July  1972. 

Parish  of  Pawley  : 

The  original  proposal  to  modernise  and  extend  the  present  sew¬ 
erage  system  was  revised  in  view  of  changes  in  the  future  development 
pattern  in  this  area  and  the  amended  scheme  was  approved  by  the 
Council  in  April  1971.  An  informal  discussion  on  this  scheme  was 

held  with  an  Engineering  Inspector,  Department  of  the  Environment,  in 
December  1971.  Subject  to  an  approval  being  received  early  in  1972, 
a  contract  for  these  works  is  programmed  from  April  1973  to  January 
1975. 

Construction  of  surface  water  sewers  to  provide  drainage  for 
Spurr  Estates  site  off  Rollestone  Road,  including  provision  for 
future  extension,  was  completed  in  November  1971. 

Parish  of  Iyndhurst  : 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  constructing  a  new  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works,  together  with  improvements  and  extension  to  sewers, 
and  are  due  to  be  received  in  January  1972.  A  contract  is  to  be 
undertaken  from  March  1972  to  January  1974. 
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(iii)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  (Contd.) 

Parish  of  Marchwood  : 

Foul  sewers  for  the  major  part  of  Marchwood  were  completed  in 
May  1971  and  the  final  area,  comprising  Pooksgreen,  was  effected 
by  October  1971. 

The  quantity  of  sewage  treated  at  Slowhill  Copse  sewage  works 
has  steadily  increased  following  development  in  the  Totton  area 
together  with  completion  of  the  Marchwood  scheme.  The  proposals 
for  Forth  Dibden,  and  the  anticipated  expansion  of  development  in 
connection  with  the  South  Hampshire  Plan,  will  increase  the  load¬ 
ing  at  this  plant  considerably  in  the  next  decade.  In  view  of 
this,  and  following  a  request  by  the  Hampshire  River  Authority  to 
provide  full  treatment  facilities,  a  scheme  to  expand  this  plant 
is  being  designed  and  is  programmed  for  operational  completion  in 
September  1976. 

Parish  of  Minstead  : 

At  the  request  of  Hampshire  County  Council  the  design  of  a 
new  sewage  disposal  plant  to  serve  27  units  of  accommodation  at 
Malwood  Plats  was  completed  this  year.  Tenders  for  this  work 
have  been  invited  and  construction  is  planned  for  completion  in 
July  1972.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  whole  of  the  District,  involving  at  the  end  of  the  year  approxi¬ 
mately  23,500  properties,  was  receiving  a  weekly  collection.  The  prac¬ 
tice  of  supplying  new  refuse  vehicles  with  washing  facilities  for  the 
crews  was  continued,  and  soap  and  clean  hand-towels  were  issued  daily. 

In  addition,  protective  clothing  was  issued  to  ensure  that  the  men  could 
continue  to  work  in  adverse  weather  conditions.  With  extreme  wet  weather 
benefit  was  seen  of  the  drying  room  at  the  Depot  and  I  am  sure  that  this 
facility  was  much  appreciated.

The  impact  of  the  latest  transport  legislation  was  felt  in  that  it  was 
found  to  be  more  and  more  difficult  to  engage  heavy  goods  vehicle  drivers. 
The  establishment  of  spare  drivers  was  increased  to  4,  but  in  practice  this 
figure  was  never  attained.  It  was  obvious  that  the  Council  would  have  to 
continue  to  train  drivers  and  it  was  to  be  hoped  that  we  should  be  able  to 
retain  the  services  of  any  men  thus  trained.  Once  more  it  was  found  that 
the  3  spare  men  allowed  on  the  establishment,'  as  recommended  by  the  work 
study  Consultants,  was  not  sufficient  to  cover  absenteeism  and  on  occasions 
the  refuse  collection  vehicles  had  to  operate  short-crewed  which  was  con¬ 
trary  to  a  promise  which  had  been  made  to  the  men  when  work  study  was 
originally  introduced. 

Expansion  of  service  : 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  the  Esso  Oil  Company  was  commenced 
during  the  year.  A  request  for  a  similar  service  from  the  Marchwood  Army 
Barracks  was  received,  and  it  was  felt  that  in  view  of  these  two  develop¬ 
ments  the  time  was  right  to  review  the  whole  of  the  refuse  collection 
service  to  ensure  that  the  best  possible  use  was  made  of  available 
resources.  This  could  only  be  achieved  by  a  complete  survey,  and  this 
was  undertaken  during  the  year.  As  a  result  it  was  found  possible  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  special  collection  at  a  charge  of  £1,350  per 
annum. 
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Survey  of  Rounds  : 


It  was  found  impossible  to  carry  out  this  work  with  the  existing  staff 
and  a  temporary  assistant  was  employed  for  a  period  of  20  weeks.  A  survey 
of  the  rounds  was  also  necessary  for  the  following  reasons 

(1)  the  increasing  quantities  of  loose  refuse  collected  : 

(2)  the  increasing  number  of  newly-built  properties  : 

(3)  a  check  on  additional  dustbins  provided  : 

(4)  difficulties  that  were  being  experienced  in 

maintaining  other  services  such  as  salvage, 
special  collections  and  the  emptying  of 
litter  baskets. 

The  report  of  the  Council1 s  work  study  officer  was  received  and  his 
findings  were  as  follows 

Overall  : 

(a)  the  number  of  bins  collected  had  increased  from 

28,760  in  December  1970  to  29,344  -  an  increase 
of  2$  : 

(b)  the  ratio  of  bins  per  property  had  increased  from 

1.27  in  1968  to  1 ; 35  -  an  increase  of  6  .<3$  : 

(c)  the  quantity  of  loose  refuse  collected  was  found  to 

have  increased  from  8,4%  to  16,3$  of  the  number 
of  bins. 

There  had  been  a  gradual  increase  since  the  scheme  started  in  the 
Autumn  of  1968  as  expected,  but  particular  care  was  taken  in  assessing  this 
as  it  was  felt  that  loose  refuse  had  now  become  a  more  significant  part  of 
the  work  load, 

(d)  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  each  week  in 

standard  minutes  had  increased  by  7*4$  : 

(e)  the  amount  of  time  available  for  use  as  an 

expansion  allowance  had  considerably  reduced. 

It  became  obvious  that  some  immediate  action  was  required  to  cover  the 
following  points 

(i)  the  fixing  of  an  expansion  allowance  : 

(ii)  the  balancing  of  the  work  loads  of  the  rounds  : 

(iii)  the  provision  of  additional  staff  both  for  the 
present  and  to  allow  for  the  future  : 

(iv)  a  consideration  of  future  policy  regarding  refuse 
collection  and  other  services. 
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Survey  of  Rounds  (Contd. ) 


A  sub-committee  was  constituted  to  consider  and  report  on  the  joint 
recommendations  of  Chief  Officers.  It  was  resolved  that  the  following 
steps  were  necessary  :- 

(1)  the  establishment  of  collectors  to  be  increased 

by  2  : 

(2)  charges  for  special  collections  to  be  abolished 

as  from  1st  April  next  year,  except  where  the 
quantity  would  make  a  free  collection  unreasonable  : 

(3)  a  special  purpose  designed  vehicle  was  to  be 

purchased  for  salvage  and  special  collections 
and  to  facilitate  the  introduction  of  a  weekly 
salvage  collection  throughout  the  whole  area  : 

(4-)  an  attempt  by  officers  to  persuade  householders 
to  reduce  the  volume  of  loose  refuse  : 

(5)  annual  salvage  bonus  to  cease  with  effect  from 
January  1972.

Anti-Litter  Campaign  : 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Hampshire  County  Scout  Council  with 
regard  to  a  week-end  camp  at  Foxlease,  Iyndhurst.  It  was  anticipated  that 
a  fair  amount  of  unburnable  refuse  would  be  produced  and  the  Council  was 
asked  to  assist  by  supplying  paper  sacks  in  which  this  refuse  could  be 
placed.  Similar  camps  were  being  held  in  adjoining  areas  and  the  Council, 
anxious  as  usual  to  play  their  part  in  the  anti-litter  campaign,  agreed  to 
supply  the  necessary  sacks  free  of  charge,  and  a  collection  was  carried  out 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  camp. 

The  Dangerous  Litter  Act  came  into  force,  one  of  the  main  amendments 
being  to  increase  the  maximum  penalty  for  litter  offences  from  £10  -  £100. 
The  Public  Health  Committee  considering  that  they  bore  the  full  cost  of 
disposal  for  all  litter  collected  in  the  forest,  felt  that  they  were  play¬ 
ing  an  important  part  in  the  anti-litter  campaign.  It  was  considered 
further  that  anti-litter  posters  should  be  provided  for  Parish  Councils  as 
required,  and  the  Forestry  Commission  was  invited  to  discuss  what  measures 
could  be  taken  to  increase  public  awareness  of  the  litter  problem.

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Anti-Litter  Campaign  (Contd. ) 


Despite  all  the  publicity,  however,  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of 
rubbish  by  irresponsible  individuals  continued.  Notices  prohibiting 
tipping  were  ignored  and,  in  fact,  removed.  It  is  also  understood  that 
penalties  imposed  in  the  Courts  when  prosecutions  were  taken  were 
minimal.  It  was  regretted  that  complaints  from  Parish  Councils  with 
regard  to  such  accumulations  continued  to  be  received  and  we  had  not  the 
manpower  available  to  clear  these  up  when  required.  It  was  mentioned 
elsewhere  that  special  collections  from  domestic  premises  would  be  free 
in  the  next  year  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  vandals  will  no  longer  need 
to  dump  their  rubbish  rather  than  pay  what  was  really  a  most  reasonable 
charge . 

Salvage  : 

It  was  found  that  the  charges  made  for  salvage  collection  meant 
that  the  Council  were,  in  fact,  operating  a  most  uneconomical  service, 
and  as  a  result  of  an  approach  to  the  Southampton  Waste  Paper  Company  it 
was  thought  possible  that  the  Company  would  be  prepared  to  provide  a 
free  weekly  collection  service  in  all  cases  where  the  Council  previously 
had  agreements.  It  was  considered  desirable  to  encourage  traders  to 
make  use  of  this  offer  thus  releasing  labour  and  transport  for  other 
services  and  effecting  considerable  savings.  It  remained  to  be  seen 
whether  the  service  would  be  satisfactorily  maintained.  Quite  naturally 
reasonably  stringent  conditions  were  laid  down  concerning  the  storage  of 
such  salvage  put  to  collection,  but  in  any  case  doubtless  the  Council  will 
have  to  insist  on  the  same  high  standard  in  the  future  should  they  still 
be  called  upon  to  give  a  service. 

Salvage  Bonus  : 

The  total  amount  received  for  salvage  was  £292-38  and  a  bonus  of 
£4.24  was  allocated  to  each  man  on  the  payroll.  Once  more  the  total 
collected  was  less  than  last  year,  and  as  was  pointed  out  previously  the 
Committee  resolved  that  the  payment  of  this  bonus  should  cease  with  effect 
from  1st  January  1972. 

Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  : 

It  was  considered  essential  to  replace  two  of  the  refuse  collection 
vehicles  and  accordingly  Dennis  Paxits  were  purchased.  These  proved  very 
effective  in  dealing  with  the  increasing  bulk  of  refuse  but  I  was  a  little 
concerned  as  to  the  cost  of  vehicle  maintenance  in  view  of  the  number  of 
moving  parts.  The  vehicle  fleet  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows

Vehicle  Maintenance  : 


Subsequent  to  a  report  to  the  Committee  with  regard  to  the  complex 
requirements  of  the  new  regulations  relating  to  the  maintenance  and  test¬ 
ing  of  vehicles,  it  was  decided  that  improvements  had  to  be  made.  It 
was  anticipated  that  during  the  next  year  all  refuse  collection  vehicles, 
at  present  exempt,  would  be  subject  to  the  Plating  and  Testing  Regulations. 

An  increase  in  maintenance  staff  was  allowed  by  the  appointment  of  a  semi¬ 
skilled  labourer  to  assist  the  fitters,  and  the  Committee  made  provision 
for  new  workshop  facilities.  Stress  was  placed  on  preventative  mainten¬ 
ance  together  with  regular  inspections.  It  was  considered  sound  economics 
to  carry  out  repairs  as  soon  as  possible  after  reporting,  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  no  difficulties  arose  from  the  supply  of  spare  parts. 

Refuse  Disposal  -  Controlled  Tipping  : 

The  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  in  a  communication  referred  to  the 
code  of  practice  recommended  by  the  working  party  on  refuse  disposal,  and 
stated  that  the  local  planning  authority  were  considering  amending  the 
model  conditions  imposed  on  planning  permissions  for  refuse  tips  to 
correlate  with  the  latest  recommendations.  Observations  which  were  made 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  were  endorsed  and  referred  to  the  Planning 
Committee  for  their  consideration.  It  appeared  that  controlled  tipping 
where  properly  carried  out  was  a  very  satisfactory  method  of  refuse 

/disposal  ... 
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Refuse  Disposal  -  Controlled  Tipping  (Contd  ) 

disposal.  However,  this  method  was  becoming  more  and  more  expensive  as 
standards  were  raised  and  subsequently  covering  material  had  to  be  pur¬ 
chased.  It  was  found  that  very  little  suitable  material  was  now  being 
delivered;  in  fact,  nearly  all  had  to  be  purchased. 

Refuse  Incineration  Scheme  : 

Planning  permission  was  received  for  the  erection  of  a  refuse  dis¬ 
posal  plant  at  Marchwood  comprising  incinerator  and  depot  with  ancillary 
buildings.  This  permission  contained  numerous  conditions,  particularly 
with  regard  to  the  landscaping  of  the  site,  and  negotiations  were  com¬ 
menced  with  the  owners'  agent  with  a  view  to  the  early  purchase  of  the 
site  by  the  Council.  Later  in  the  year  the  Council  were  informed  by  the 
Town  Clerk  of  Southampton  that  their  proposal  to  site  a  refuse  incin¬ 
erator  at  Netley  Hill  had  been  rejected  and  it  was  suggested  that  once 
more  a  comprehensive  review  take  place  of  tipping  facilities.  This  delay 
caused  the  Council  much  anxiety  and  on  an  approach  to  Southampton  that  they 
should  grant  tipping  facilities  it  was  made  a  condition  that  a  pulveriser 
be  provided,  and  for  this  reason  the  proposal  was  not  pursued.  One  most 
unsatisfactory  development  was  the  fact  that  the  representatives  of 
Southampton  City  Council  were  unable  to  indicate  their  Council's  decision 
on  the  future  of  the  joint  incineration  scheme.  Once  more  the  Local 
Government  Operational  Research  Unit  was  asked  to  investigate  and  report 
on  suggested  sites  for  use  by  the  Authorities  in  South  Hampshire.  Because 
of  the  serious  difficulties  envisaged  as  a  result  of  the  delay  to  come  to  a 
decision,  a  meeting  was  arranged  with  the  New  Forest  Yerderers  to  discuss 
the  availability  of  disposal  sites  to  meet  the  Council's  short-term  needs  - 
It  was  hoped  that  a  decision  by  Southampton  would  soon  be  made  as  costs 
were  constantly  increasing.  Council  might  well  have  to  consider  whether 
to  proceed  with  an  incineration  scheme  on  their  own 

CESSPOOL  CLEANSING 

The  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited  of  Botley  continued 
to  be  our  responsible  agents  for  carrying  out  cleansing  of  cesspools,  which 
are  emptied  twice  yearly  by  the  Council  as  a  charge  on  the  rates,  and  they 
did  so  in  their  usual  courteous  and  efficient  manner.  It  was  resolved  by 
the  Council  that  with  effect  from  the  1st  April  1971  a  third  free  emptying 
of  any  private  cesspool  be  provided  in  any  financial  year  upon  request. 

This  condition  was  subject  to  it  being  accepted  by  the  appropriate  officers 
of  the  Council  and  that  the  request  was  reasonable. 
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Cesspool  Cleansing  (Contd  ) 

Any  request  for  a  third  emptying  was  investigated  by  the  District 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  ascertain  that  such  an  emptying  was  warranted. 
In  most  cases  it  was,  but  not  in  respect  of  septic  tanks  as  it  is  not 
normally  necessary  for  these  to  be  emptied  more  than  twice  a  year.  It 
may  be  that  the  unit  is  not  functioning  properly  and  requires  repairs  to 
be  carried  out  to  put  it  into  proper  working  order.  Similarly,  a  third 
emptying  would  not  be  allowed  where  cesspools  are  defective  and  are  fill¬ 
ing  with  subsoil  water.  In  these  cases  repairs  are  to  be  required  as  a 
preliminary  before  the  matter  is  further  considered.  There  were  already 
a  number  of  cesspools  which  were  having  additional  private  emptyings,  and 
these  were  accepted  as  qualifying  for  the  third  free  emptying.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  135  properties  were  taking  advantage  of  this  additional 
service. 

The  Cleansing  Service  appears  to  be  coping  with  the  disposal  of 
liquid  contents  of  cesspools,  much  of  which  is  going  on  to  farms  in  the 
area,  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  continued  to  permit  the  disposal  of 
20  loads  of  cesspool  contents  per  day  into  the  Slowhill  Copse  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Marchwood,  but  nevertheless  this  department  is  still 
asking  that  consideration  be  given  by  the  Council  to  providing  disposal 
facilities  in  the  south-western  area  of  the  district  by  modifying  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Brockenhurst . 

There  were  51  new  applications  for  cesspools  to  be  emptied  which  in¬ 
cluded  7  premises  constructed  during  the  year  and  44  existing  premises 
without  previous  service.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  2,170  cess¬ 
pits  included  in  the  scheme.  There  were  actually  2,317  cesspits  on  the 

file  at  the  end  of  the  year;  it  was  found  that  some  which  were  on  advice 
for  emptying  had  not  been  serviced  for  several  years,  and  investigations 
revealed  that  either  the  cesspit  was  now  being  serviced  under  a  new 
property  name  or,  for  other  reasons,  emptyings  were  not  now  required. 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  in  the  Marchwood  area  has  removed  at  least 
144  properties  from  the  scheme,  with  the  discontinuation  of  a  further  48 
by  31st  March  1972. 

An  application  by  the  contractors  for  a  10%  increase  in  charges  was 
granted  with  effect  from  the  1st  April  1971.

CARAVANS  AND  OTHER  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

By  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  total  of  66  licensed  sites,  of 
which  49  catered  for  single  residential  caravans  and  16  for  multiple  sites 
of  3  or  more  residential  caravans.  In  addition,  there  was  a  Council  site 
at  Holbury  with  accommodation  for  up  to  66  vans.  In  all,  there  were  670 
residential  caravans  on  licensed  sites. 

2  licensed  sites  were  for  holiday  caravans,  1  in  respect  of  a  transit 
site  at  Ower  for  35  vans  where  there  was  a  seasonal  licence  from  April  to 
September.  This  site  continues  to  function  very  satisfactorily,  and  was 
being  used  mainly  as  an  intermediate  stop  for  people  taking  their  vans  to 
and  from  the  Continent  prior  to  embarking  on  the  car  ferries  to  France  or 
the  Isle  of  Wight..  Facilities  on  this  site  include  water  stand-pipes  and 
waste  gullies  connected  to  water-borne  drainage  in  various  positions  on  the 
fields,  in  addition  to  the  main  central  building  containing  flush  toilets, 
wash-hand  basins  and  showers  with  hot  and  cold  water,  and  shaving  points 
in  the  male  conveniences. 
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Caravans  and  Other  Moveable  Dwellings  (Contd.) 


There  were  no  serious  contraventions  of  site  licence  conditions 
this  year,  the  most  persistent  problem  being  oversized  porches  which 
occurred  on  a  number  of  sites.  Steps  were  taken  to  have  these  reduced 
to  the  permitted  limit  of  4'  x  3’.  The  main  problem  encountered  last 
year  at  Calshot  Labour  Camp  housing  short-stay  caravans  housing  workers 
employed  on  the  building  of  the  Pawley  Power  Station  was  virtually  over¬ 
come  with  the  discontinuance  of  the  site,  although  at  the  end  of  this 
year  there  were  14  vans  still  waiting  to  be  removed.  The  following

There  are  also  6  sites  exempted  under  the  first  schedule  of  the 
Caravan  Act  for  use  by  approved  exempted  organisations.  These  are 
satisfactory  with  regard  to  the  drainage  and  water  supply  facilities. 
Agreement  has  been  reached  with  one  of  the  leading  caravan  clubs  that 
they  consult  us  prior  to  including  a  proposed  exempted  site  in  their 
directory,  and  this  arrangement  is  working  satisfactorily.

As  there  will  be  a  number  of  new  properties  completed  in  1972  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  Council  should  be  able  to  rehouse  approximately  500 
applicants  during  this  year.  No  gypsy-type  family  was  rehoused  during 
1971*  It  will  be  noted  that  the  housing  waiting  list  shows  yet  another 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  Council  tenancies  because 
only  a  few  properties  were  completed  in  1971.  However,  1972  should  see 
completion  of  many  new  properties,  and  it  is  hoped  there  may  be  a 
reduced  number  of  applications  registered  at  the  end  of  that  year.

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UNFIT  HOUSES  PROGRAMME 


Implementation  of  the  Council's  Unfit  Houses  Programme  continued 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  some  26  houses  were  dealt  with  either 
formally  or  informally.  The  policy  of  accepting  offers  from  owners  to 
renovate  some  of  these  properties  has  continued,  and  in  such  cases 
success  has  been  achieved  in  bringing  them  up  to  a  good  standard  of 
fitness.  Difficult  cases  still  remain  however  where  they  involve 
elderly  persons  living  alone  in  sub-standard  properties  who  are 
naturally  very  reluctant  to  accept  the  idea  of  being  rehoused  by  the 
Local  Authority.  Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Housing 
Manager  and  considerable  care  is  exercised  in  dealing  with  such  cases. 

Owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  building  land  the  enforcement 
of  Demolition  Orders  is  effected  in  a  reasonably  short  time  once  the 
premises  are  vacated. 

The  Council  have  also  adopted  a  policy  of  allowing  a  change  of 
use  on  properties  subject  to  Closing  Orders  where  this  has  been 
thought  to  be  a  practical  proposition,  subject  to  the  proper  planning 
control. 


Improvement  Area  : 

As  a  result  of  the  survey  carried  out  in  1 970  the  Council  has 
now  declared  its  first  General  Improvement  Area  in  Totton.  Whilst 
it  is,  in  fact,  only  a  relatively  small  area  comprising  some  24  houses, 
it  is  considered  to  be  an  important  step  towards  improving  the  environ¬ 
ment.  The  co-operation  of  the  tenants  and  the  owner  has  been  sought 
and  it  is  hoped  to  make  some  material  progress  in  1972.  From  exper¬ 
ience  gained  in  this  exercise  it  is  intended  to  investigate  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  extending  the  scope  of  the  area  to  include  more  houses  and 
streets  at  some  future  date.

In  19  of  the  applications  it  was  found,  upon  examination,  that  the 
premises  were  defective  in  some  respect.  In  these  cases  the  appli¬ 
cations  were  held  in  abeyance,  the  landlords  were  notified  and  requested 
to  carry  out  the  appropriate  works  of  repair  etc.  Upon  satisfactory 
completion  the  Certificates  will  then  be  issued.  It  is  noticeable  that 
landlords,  or  their  agents,  are  still  applying  for  Qualification  Certi¬ 
ficates  in  respect  of  houses,  which  upon  investigation,  prove  to  be 
deficient  in  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities.  It  would  seem, 
therefore,  that  there  is  still  some  ignorance  of  the  Act,  or  more 
probably  that  no  proper  check  is  carried  out  beforehand  and  that  land¬ 
lords  simply  rely  on  the  Local  Authority  to  do  this  for  them.

With  the  exception  of  3  catering  premises  involving  a  cafe,  an 
hotel  and  a  public  house,  most  of  the  food  premises  were  found  to  be 
very  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  the  hotel  and  the  public  house 
works  were  carried  out,  and  with  the  pending  renovation  of  parts  of 
these  premises  further  improvements  were  involved.  The  owner  of  the 
cafe  decided  to  carry  out  repairs  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  this 
Council  taking  legal  action. 

Inspections  of  the  temporary  kitchens,  beer  tents,  etc.  were 
again  made  this  year  at  the  New  Forest  Show  at  Brockenhurst .  The 

caterers  for  the  Show  were  the  same  firm  as  in  the  previous  year  and 
the  improvements  were  again  maintained  5  fairground  stalls  selling 
candy  floss,  hot  dogs,  hamburgers  and  sweets  were  all  in  good  order 
and  complied  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  overall  picture  for  the  New  Forest  area  shows  that  1,849

The  high  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  samples  were  taken  from  itinerant  vendors  selling 
loose  ice-cream,  most  of  which  was  produced  outside  the  area,  and 
accounted  for  8  of  these  failures  to  pass  the  test.  The  other  4  un¬ 
satisfactory  samples  came  from  shops  in  the  area  selling  soft  mix. 

The  causes  were  quickly  resolved  and  satisfactory  samples  subsequently 
obtained.  In  respect  of  the  ice-cream  manufactured  outside  the 
district,  the  appropriate  Health  Departments  were  accordingly  notified.

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POULTRY  INSPECTION 


There  is  one  poultry  processing  establishment  in  the  area  which 
operates  at  certain  periods  during  the  year,  sometimes  slaughtering  two 
to  three  times  a  week.  By  a  spotter  system  operated  by  the  staff  of 
the  establishment  birds  detained  are  examined  by  a  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  attends  towards  the  end  of  each  session. 

Regular  checks  are  made  of  the  additional  chlorine  dosage  of  the 
mains  water  supply,  and  swabs  of  the  drainage  system  are  taken  at 
intervals.  The  results  so  far  have  proved  satisfactory,  and  no  patho¬ 
genic  organisms  such  as  Salmonella  were  isolated.  The  success  of  all 
these  arrangements  can  be  attributed  in  no  small  way  to  the  willingness 
to  co-operate  of  the  owner  of  the  premises.  Below  are  details  of  the

The  Pood  Adulteration  Sections  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council,  and  the  following  is  the  report  of 
the  Chief  Sampling  Officer  relating  to  the  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
taken  in  the  New  Forest  Rural  District  : - 

Milk  Samples  : 

25  samples  of  milk,  including  6  of  "Channel  Islands",  were  obtained. 
All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Miscellaneous  Samples  : 


81  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  taken,  8  being  the  subject  of 
adverse  reports  in  respect  of  :- 

(1)  Tablets  -  deficient  of  Vitamin  Bi  : 

The  article,  purchased  through  a  mail  order  firm,  was 
submitted  following  a  query  from  the  purchaser.  Various 
claims  were  made  for  the  preparation  which  proved  to  be 
reasonably  satisfactory  except  with  regard  to  Vitamin  B-| 
which  was  declared  as  2.5  milligrammes  per  tablet,  whereas 
only  1r7  milligrammes  were  present.  The  discrepancy  was 
taken  up  with  the  manuf acturers . 

(2)  Cognac  -  2%  excess  water  : 

The  spirit  was  served  from  a  bottle  marked  "70°  Proof" 
but  consisted  of  only  68.2/£  proof.  A  warning  was  given 
to  the  licensee. 
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Miscellaneous  Samples  (Contd.) 


(3)  Sausage  Roll  -  contaminated  with  mould  : 

The  roll  had  clearly  been  sold  out  of  condition,  due 
to  poor  stock  rotation  by  the  shopkeeper.  Proceedings 
were  instituted,  a  fine  of  £10  and  costs  of  £15  were 
imposed. 

(4)  Pork  Pie  -  contaminated  with  mould  : 

The  meat  filling  of  the  pie  was  covered  with  a  thick 
skin  of  mould  and  the  code  mark  on  the  wrapper  showed  the 
pie  to  be  old  stock.  Proceedings  were  instituted  against 
the  vendors  and  a  fine  of  £15  and  £15  costs  were  imposed. 

(5)  Lemon  Curd  -  deficient  of  fat  : 

This  product  is  required  to  contain  not  less  than  4% 
of  fat,  and  the  sample  contained  only  3%*  This  small 
discrepancy  was  referred  to  the  manufacturers. 

(6)  Lager  Beer  -  contained  yeast  in  suspension  : 

The  lager  was  thought  to  have  an  unusual  taste,  this 
being  due  to  a  small  amount  of  suspended  yeast  which  had 
given  rise  to  a  slight  secondary  fermentation.  A  follow¬ 
up  sample  from  another  barrel  was  satisfactory.  The 
offending  barrel  was  returned  to  the  brewer. 

(7)  Steak  and  Kidney  Pie  -  deficient  of  kidney  : 

The  content  of  kidney  present  in  the  pie  was  found  to 
be  deficient,  although  the  total  meat  content  was  satis¬ 
factory.  The  result  of  analysis  was  referred  to  the  vendor. 

(8)  Pork  Sausages  -  contained  excessive  fat  : 

The  total  meat  content  conformed  to  the  65%  minimum  for 
this  type  of  product  but  over  half  consisted  of  fat.  The 
result  was  referred  to  the  producer.

Pasteurisation  Plant  : 

There  is  only  one  pasteurisation  plant  in  the  District,  and  samples 
were  taken  weekly  throughout  the  year  both  from  the  plant  itself  and 
from  vending  machines  supplied  by  this  source.  One  failure  was 
recorded  in  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  one  in  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

Raw  Milk  : 

There  are  now  two  sources  of  raw  milk  in  the  District,  one  is  a  very 
small  dealer  in  the  Roughdown  area  near  Blackfield  which  produces  about 
1/2  gallons  of  milk  per  day,  and  the  other  appeared  in  the  District  last 
year  delivering  to  many  premises  in  the  remote  northern  Parishes.  It  is 
evident;  that  he  took  over  the  sales  in  that  District  when  the  large  dairy 
concern  operating  from  Southampton  decided  to  call  at  these  premises  only 
every  other  day.  Both  supplies  were  regularly  sampled  and  tested  for 
Methylene  Blue  reaction  and  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus  organisms 
and  have  so  far  proved  satisfactory  every  time. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  (Contd.) 


Other  Milk  Vendors  : 

Two  failures  of  Methylene  Blue  were  recorded  in  respect  of  milk 
bottled  by  two  dealers  from  outside  the  area.  These  matters  were  taken 
up  with  the  respective  Authorities  and  subsequent  samples  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Dirty  Milk  Bottles  : 

Six  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  bottles  of  milk,  as 
follows 

(i)  Paint  smears  on  bottle  of  milk 

(ii)  Straw  in  bottle  of  milk 

(iii)  Foreign  matter  in  milk 

(iv)  Bottle  of  milk  containing  holly  leaf 

(v)  Milk  in  bottle  with  red  marks  on  the  inside 

(vi)  Dirty  milk  bottle 

Following  the  usual  practice  these  complaints  were  passed  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  of  the  adjoining  Authority  where  the  milk  was 
bottled  for  any  necessary  action  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 
However,  consideration  was  being  given  by  the  New  Forest  Rural  District 
Council  as  to  whether  this  Authority  could  not  take  action  itself  in 
respect  of  milk  bottled  outside  the  area  but  this  matter  had  not  been 
resolved  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Pollution  gauges  are  installed  at  7  sites  in  the  District;  those 
maintained  by  the  Rural  District  Council  at  Empress  Road,  Iyndhurst; 
Noadswood  School,  Dibden  Purlieu  and  the  Branch  Library,  Totton.  The 
other  4  sites  are  maintained  by  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board 
to  ascertain  whether  any  changes  take  place  in  atmospheric  pollution 
following  the  commissioning  of  the  new  Fawley  Power  Station  in  1971. 

These  are  at  Lynes  Common,  Hardley;  the  Infants  School,  High  Street, 
Beaulieu;  the  Car  Park,  Bucklers  Hard  and  the  Car  Park,  Lepe. 

The  fear  that  the  countryside  might  be  spoilt  by  air  pollution  from 
the  industrial  development  on  the  Southampton  Water,  i.e.  the  Oil  Refinery 
and  its  associated  petro  -  chemical  industries  at  Fawley  and  Hardley,  and 
the  2  Power  Stations  -  one  at  Calshot  and  the  other  at  Marchwood  -  does 
not  seem  to  have  been  realised  judging  by  the  results  given  by  the 
pollution  gauges.  This  data  given  in  the  table  following  shows  that  all 
figures  are  favourable  considering  the  situation  of  the  sites.

It  is  indicative,  however,  that  there  must  be  a  certain  degree  of  pol¬ 
lution  from  this  area  as  local  botanists  allege  that  there  is  an  absence  of 


much  of  the  lichen  flora  within  a  3  mile  radius  of  the  industrial  complex 


on  the  waterside.

Eor  smoke,  the  values  for  1970/71  Winter  were  below  the  Regional  Country 
Average  of  24  mgs.  per  cu.  metre  for  Beaulieu,  Bucklers  Hard,  Dibden  Purlieu, 
Lepe  and  Lynes  Common.  The  smoke  for  Iyndhurst  was  slightly  more  than  the 
Country  Average  but  less  than  the  Regional  Urban  Average.  Whilst  the  Totton 
air  pollution  meter  which  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  most  densely 
built-up  area  in  the  District  recorded  more  than  the  Regional  Urban  Average, 
readings  generally  show  a  slight  decrease  of  pollution  at  this  station  and 
in  the  south-eastern  region  in  general,  and  this  is  also  supported  by  the 
readings  of  most  of  the  other  sites  in  the  area  although  Iyndhurst  readings 
increased  slightly. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution  (Contd.) 


For  sulphur  dioxide,  all  sites  apart  from  Iynes  Common  were  below 
the  Regional  Country  Average  for  Winter.  The  highest  concentration  of 
sulphur  dioxide  was  at  Iynes  Common,  near  Fawley,  which  lies  within  the 
petro-chemical  complex  itself,  but  even  here  the  value  was  only  slightly 
higher  than  the  Regional  Urban  Average.  The  next  highest  values  were 
at  Totton  which  is  virtually  an  urban  site  adjoining  Southampton,  and 
Dibden  Purlieu  3  miles  north-west  of  the  Refinery  and  1-g-  miles  from  the 
industrial  area  at  Hythe.  The  stations  at  Iyndhurst,  Bucklers  Hard, 
Beaulieu  and  Lepe  gave  figures  somewhat  less  and  well  below  the  Regional 
Country  Average * 

The  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  these  data  were  very  clear,  viz: 
that  the  Hew  Forest  -  including  Iyndhurst,  Beaulieu  and  beyond  -  was  not 
being  subjected  to  pollution  higher  than  an  average  country  district  in 
the  south-eastern  region.  The  strip  of  land  flanking  Southampton  Water 
contains  an  industrial  area  close  to  which  very  large  numbers  of  people 
live,  and  compared  with  other  industrial  areas  in  the  south-eastern 
region  pollution  was  only  of  very  modest  proportions. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

246  visits  were  made  to  industrial  undertakings  and  other  premises 
in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution,  and  these  included  smoke 
observations.  The  Oil  Refinery  at  Fawley  was  the  major  cause  of  pol¬ 
lution  where  dark  and  black  smoke  was  occasionally  emitted  for  short 
periods  from  the  flares  and  other  chimneys.  There  does  seem  to  be  a 
particular  problem  from  the  flares  with  the  emission  of  black  smoke.  All 
except  one  have  an  automatic  steam  jet  control  to  cope  with  the  fluct¬ 
uations  in  the  amount  of  waste  gas  emitted,  and  consideration  was  being 
given  by  the  Esso  Company  to  controlling  the  fluctuations  based  on  a 
calorific  value  rather  than  on  the  quantity  of  gas  emitted, as  a  gas  of 
higher  calorific  value  such  as  ethylene  is  inclined  to  cause  a  certain 
amount  of  smoke.  The  Health  Department  was  regularly  in  touch  with  the 
specific  Officer  primarily  concerned  in  investigating  complaints  and,  as 
always,  the  Company  was  anxious  to  co-operate  to  prevent  and  minimise  the 
emission  of  smoke,  and  a  shift  Supervisor  was  always  on  duty  outside  normal 
office  hours  to  receive  calls  and  investigate  complaints  of  this  nature.

Smoke  Abatement  (Contd. ) 


The  heavy  white  plume  fTom  the  Refinery  Power  Station's  chimney, 
referred  to  in  last  year's  report,  has  not  been  so  apparent  this  year  and 
it  does  appear  that  the  Refinery  may  be  finding  an  answer  to  this  problem. 

The  other  large  sources  of  emission  were  from  the  C.E.G.B.  Power  Stat¬ 
ions  at  Marchwood  and  Galshot.  Complaints  were  alleged  against  Marchwood 
for  emission  of  dark  smoke,  and  it  was  apparent  that  these  may  be  due  to 
faults  in  the  plant  which  will  be  overhauled  during  July  1972.  The  Power 
Station  at  Galshot  is  now  fully  in  commission,  and  although  there  were 
occasional  emissions  of  smoke  there  have  been  very  few  problems  in  this 
respect. 

At  another  particular  Industry  in  this  area,  which  is  involved  in  the 
manufacture  of  expanded  plastics,  the  process  has  incorporated  in  it  a 
safety  device  outlet  which  occasionally  emits  to  atmosphere  considerable 
quantities  of  polyethylene  dust,  much  to  the  annoyance  of  residents  within 
a  mile  radius  of  the  plant.  The  matter  has  been  under  discussion  with 
this  Industry  and  the  Alkali  Inspector,  and  it  is  understood  that  research 
is  going  on  in  other  parts  of  the  world  but  there  is  some  difficulty  in 
controlling  the  emission  to  atmosphere  of  this  dust  since  there  is  a  con¬ 
siderable  pressure  involved  when  the  explosion  (or  decomposition)  occurred 
and  it  is  impracticable,  at  this  stage,  to  do  away  with  such  a  safety 
device  outlet. 


OBNOXIOUS  ODOURS 

The  Oil  Refinery  at  Pawley  was  the  main  source  of  odour,  and  com¬ 
plaints  were  received  regarding  a  number  of  emissions  from  mercaptan 
smells  particularly  affecting  properties  adjoining  the  south-eastern 
boundary.  The  incidence  of  petroleum  smells  did  not  seem  quite  so  great 
although  it  was  present  from  time  to  time.  As  referred  to  under  'Smoke 
Abatement',  there  was  always  a  shift  Supervisor  available  at  all  times  who, 
if  contacted,  was  very  often  able  to  remedy  such  problems  immediately,  but 
in  the  absence  of  complaint,  faults  might  not  be  located  until  the  follow¬ 
ing  morning  as  it  was  quite  possible  that  the  fall-out  might  be  outside 
the  boundary  of  the  plant.  The  Oil  Refinery,  in  co-operation  with  many 
of  its  associates  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  spent  a  substantial  sum  of 
money  on  investigating  means  of  preventing  atmospheric  pollution,  and  the 
Company  was  anxious  to  maintain  good  relations  with  the  people  living  in 
the  vicinity  as  well  as  this  Department,  which  was  evident  from  the  way 
any  complaint  was  dealt  with. 
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Obnoxious  Odours  (Contd. ) 


I  would  like  to  place  on  record  the  excellent  co-operation  which 
continued  between  the  Alkali  Inspectors  responsible  for  this  District  and 
ourselves  with  regard  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  Clean  Air  Act. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT 

28  noise  complaints  were  received  involving  9  confirmed  cases,  6  on 
industrial  premises,  2  on  commercial  premises  and  1  on  domestic  premises. 

The  existing  noise  meter  was  replaced  by  one  of  a  more  sophisticated 
specification  which  made  it  easier  for  the  Department  to  carry  out  its 
duties  under  the  Act.  Apart  from  the  Esso  Refinery  and  the  Eawley  Power 
Station,  both  of  which  were  under  constant  observation,  there  were  no 
other  serious  incidents  concerning  heavy  industrial  premises.  However, 
part  of  the  light  engineering  premises,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report, 
at  Brockenhurst  was  re-sited  at  Marchwood  where  the  repairs  to  steel 
pallets  were  continued.  This  brought  about  complaints  in  that  area  which 
had  not  entirely  been  resolved  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  the  management 
was  co-operating  to  this  end. 

A  complaint  was  received  in  respect  of  a  car  wash  at  Dibden  Purlieu 
involving  considerable  noise  from  the  blowers  used  for  drying  the  cars  at 
the  end  of  the  process.  Many  car  wash  plants  do  not  possess  such  blowers 
and,  therefore,  do  not  contribute  to  very  much  noise  nuisance.  In  this 
case  a  Statutory  Notice  was  imposed  on  the  owners  preventing  them  using 
the  blowers  until  such  time  as  the  noise  was  reduced  to  a  satisfactory 
level.  This  was  eventually  achieved,  but  nevertheless  an  embargo  was 
still  placed  on  the  use  of  the  machine  restricting  the  times  of  operation 
during  week-days,  and  for  the  time  being  precluding  it  from  being  used  on 
a  Sunday.  Research  is  still  going  on  by  the  owners  to  reduce  the  noise 
even  further  which  might  eventually  permit  use  on  a  Sunday,  if  a  satis¬ 
factory  noise  level  is  reached.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  APT,  1963 

About  QO%  of  the  premises  coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Act 
received  a  general  inspection  this  year  when  conditions  were  found  to  be 
mainly  satisfactory.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  regis¬ 
tered  premises  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  previous  years  all  the  20  newly  registered 
premises  were  covered  by  a  general  inspection.  Co-operation  in  complying 
with  requirements  of  the  Act  was  satisfactory  and  no  legal  proceedings  had 
to  be  contemplated.  The  number  of  contraventions  discovered  was  43>  and 
41  of  these  were  remedied.  Only  three  minor  accidents  were  reported,  one 
of  which  involved  the  handling  of  food  slicing  machines.  There  is  very 
little  mechanical  handling  of  goods  in  the  District  there  being  only  2  ware¬ 
houses,  1  large  cold  storage  depot  and  6  mechanical  hoists.  Apart  from 
one  unsatisfactory  hoist,  which  was  the  subject  of  an  inspection  by  a  quali¬ 
fied  engineer,  no  problems  have  arisen  under  the  Act. 

With  regard  to  the  safe  use  of  food  slicing  machines,  this  is  one  of 
the  main  talking  points  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  their  visits  to 
food  premises  when  dealing  with  matters  under  the  Act,  and  it  is  quite 
apparent  that  shopkeepers  are  very  well  aware  of  the  hazards  of  these 
machines.  Whilst  the  larger  firms  have  training  schemes  covering  the  use 
of  food  slicing  machines,  the  proprietors  of  small  shops  in  general  look 
after  the  cleaning  of  these  themselves.

Licences  were  issued  for  10  animal  boarding  establishments,  and  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  a  high  standard  is  being  maintained.

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

This  Department  is  responsible  for  issuing  the  Certificates  of  Regis¬ 
tration  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  in  this  area.  Under  the  Act  regis¬ 
trations,  unless  renewed,  terminate  after  3  years.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  number  of  registered  persons  was  13,  most  of  these  being 
itinerant  dealers. 


PREVENTION  OR  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949,  AND  THE  PREVENTION 
OR  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  (THRESHING  &  DISMANTLING  OE  RICKS) 

REGULATIONS,  1950 

Duties  are  imposed  upon  Local  Authorities  by  Section  2  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  to  secure,  so  far  as  practicable, 
that  the  District  is  kept  free  from  rats  and/or  mice.  A  staff  of  two  are 
permanently  employed  in  carrying  out  the  Council's  obligations. 

The  hourly  rate  for  rodent  control  services  was  increased  as  a  result 
of  increases  in  wages,  travelling  and  the  cost  of  materials.  The  minimum 
charge  is  made  necessary  to  cover  the  cost  because  it  is  considered 
important  that  the  Local  Authority  should,  where  possible,  carry  out  this 
work  and  remain  in  control  of  these  services  on  farms  etc.  Failing  this, 
farmers  and  owners  of  business  premises  could  possibly  decide  to  carry  out 
this  work  themselves,  and  in  the  past  this  had  not  always  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  Nevertheless,  people  wishing  to  carry  out  the  work  themselves 
have  been  given  every  help  and  advice.  The  following  charges  were 
applied  :- 

Pest  Officer  .  85p  per  hour

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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  etc.  (Contd  ) 


Service  and  disinfestation  to  private  property  is  indirectly  free, 
the  cost  being  borne  by  the  General  Rate  fund.  A  charge  is  made  in 
respect  of  all  business  and  agricultural  premises.  All  classes  of 
property  were  inspected,  including  the  Council's  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
disposal  works;  also  particular  attention  was  paid  to  banks,  ditches 
and  hedgerows  where  this  source  of  infestation  could  cause  adjacent 
property  becoming  infested. 

'Warfarin'  was  again  used  exclusively  during  the  year  and  was 
found  to  give  excellent  results.  No  suspected  resistance  by  rats  to 
this  poison  was  reported  this  year. 

The  sewers  were  not  test  baited,  but  as  all  systems  were  reported 
to  be  clear  in  1970  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
have  recommended  that  this  work  need  not  be  carried  out  again  until 
1973.
